Protected  critical  fields,  farms,  and  wetlands  in  Westport  in 
partnership  with  the  Westport  Land  Conservation  Trust. 

Protecting  Critical  Lands 

Acquired  or  otherwise  protected  seven  parcels  of  land 
abutting  existing  reservations. 

Massachusetts  Landscape  Legacy  Fund 

Launched  a  new  fund  to  promote  and  support  high- 
priority  conservation  projects. 

Land  Conservation  Program  Endowment 

Raised  new  endowment  to  increase  capacity,  including 
support  for  a  strengthened  conservation  restriction 
monitoring  program.

Restored  25  buildings  in  the  farm  core,  reestablished 
agriculture  infrastructure  for  dairy  and  beef,  maintained 
trails,  and  launched  a  Community  Supported  Agriculture

Raised  funds  to  prepare  comprehensive  management 
plans  for  all  properties,  mapping  a  consensus  vision  to 
guide  staff  and  volunteer  efforts,  as  well  as  fundraising 
and  resource  development,  for  years  to  come. To  be 
completed  by  2008.

Installed  modern  information  and  communications  tech- 
nology to  maintain  and  expand  internal  communications, 
and  provide  enhanced  service  to  members  and  visitors.

"The  Trustees  have  been  building 
goodwill  for  generations  "  says 
Ted.  "We  were  just  the  lucky  ones 
who  got  to  ask  for  the  money!" 


VOLUNTEERS  OF  THE  YEAR 


Though  Frannie  and  Ted  had  both  served  The  Trustees 
for  many  years,  before  the  capital  campaign  they  had  never 
met,  and  they  brought  different  strengths  and  interests  to 
the  table.  Yet  they  are  completely  united  in  their  respect 
and  affection  for  the  organization  -  and  in  their  gracious, 
unswerving  insistence  on  giving  the  credit  to  everyone 
but  themselves,  from  President  Andy  Kendall  and  The 
Trustees'  staff,  to  the  long  roster  of  donors  who  went 
out  of  their  way  to  give. 

A  Chicago  native,  Frannie  is  a  longtime  resident  of 
Manchester,  past  President  of  the  Board  of  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts,  and  a  passionate  advocate  for  The  Trustees' 
historic  buildings  and  collections.  Over  the  past  three 
decades,  with  modest  funding  but  extraordinary  imagina- 
tion, she  and  a  few  fellow  volunteers  devoted  themselves 
to  reviving  the  glorious  interiors  at  Castle  Hill  -  a  triumph 
Frannie  describes  with  typical  restraint:  "When  we  started, 
the  second  floor  was  full  of  cast-off  plastic  furniture,  but 
at  the  end  of  our  involvement  you  could  see  an  approxi- 
mation of  its  original  style."  She  allows,  however,  that  in 
seeing  the  Crane  Estate,  "You  can  tell  it's  loved." 

And  lest  one  see  Frannie  as  an  indoor-only  sort  of 
person,  it  helps  to  know  that  she  spent  childhood  summers 
barefoot  in  the  woods  around  Lake  Superior,  is  an  avid 
canoeist,  and  was  originally  recruited  to  The  Trustees 
because  a  friend  admired  how  she  cut  trails  in  Maine. 

For  Frannie,  The  Trustees  play  a  distinctive  role  in 
preserving  historic  structures  in  the  context  of  their 
landscapes,  "so  you  can  see  how  the  land  and  the  built 
environment  interacted  and  were  manipulated,  and  how 
the  family  lived"  -  offering  not  just  a  snapshot  of  the 
past,  but  a  living  panorama. 


For  Ted  Ladd,  The  Trustees  is  also  one  of  many 
commitments;  after  a  record-setting  44  years  with  the 
Boston  investment  management  firm  Standish  Mellon,  he 
now  serves  on  the  board  of  no  fewer  than  10  non-profits. 
Even  so  -  and  much  to  the  delight  of  his  dog  -  he  manages 
to  visit  a  reservation  at  least  once  a  week,  most  often 
Noanet  Woodlands,  Rocky  Woods,  Rocky  Narrows,  or 
Noon  Hill.  "If  I  were  ejected  from  Boston,"  says  Ted,  "I'm 
not  sure  where  I'd  go  to  replicate  what  we  have  here  in 
terms  of  history,  culture,  institutions,  and  open  space. 
It's  a  phenomenally  high  quality  of  life.  Preserving  that 
through  The  Trustees  is  incalculably  important  to  me 
personally,  and  to  our  society  as  a  whole." 

Exceptionally  articulate  about  the  demographic  vise 
closing  ever  tighter  on  the  Massachusetts  landscape, 
Ted  knows  the  coming  years  will  be  challenging.  But 
he  believes  The  Trustees  have  their  priorities  just  right: 
"In  addressing  the  needs  of  the  present  and  the  future, 
the  future  almost  always  gets  starved.  But  The  Trustees 
are  the  quintessential  future-building  organization."

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LETTER  FROM  THE  PRESIDENT 


Dear  friends: 

Like  a  parent  with  a  slew  of  wonderful  children,  I  stoutly 
refuse  to  reveal  which  of  our  nearly  100  reservations  I 
love  the  most.  But  I  will  name  in  a  heartbeat  the  single 
most  exciting  thing  we  gained  from  the  campaign:  the 
gift  of  courage. 

We  began  in  2001  with  impeccable  credentials,  still 
almost  unknown  outside  a  circle  of  longtime  friends. 
Today  -  thanks  to  the  initiative,  creativity  and  contagious 
passion  of  a  great  many  people  -  our  membership  has 
nearly  doubled.  We're  attracting  more  donors  than  ever. 
We're  reaching  neighborhoods  we've  never  served  until 
now.  And  we're  building  the  prominence  we  need  to 
defend  the  places  you  love,  all  across  Massachusetts. 

As  we  craft  a  new  strategic  plan  this  fall,  we'll  need 
to  be  more  focused,  and  courageous,  than  ever  before. 
Conservation  is  not  a  natural  evolutionary  process; 
making  gains  against  thoughtless  development  requires 
nimbleness,  and  some  force!  We'll  need  to: 

■  Be  as  daring  and  outspoken  as  the  moment  demands. 
We  must  lead  by  example,  outlining  a  clear,  inspiring 
vision  and  taking  risks  to  make  it  real. 

■  Broaden  our  circle  of  involvement  to  create  a  grassroots 
constituency  of  every  color  and  culture.  From  global 
climate  change  to  pollution  and  sprawl,  the  challenges 
we  face  will  affect  everyone. 


■  Cultivate  strong  public  partners,  from  town  meetings 
to  city  halls  to  the  State  House  itself.  Given  the  scale  of 
our  conservation  challenges,  we  must  be  able  to  count 
on  government  support. 

■  Focus  where  we  can  do  the  most  good;  there  is  no 
doubt  we  cannot  "do  it  all." 

As  a  pilot  flying  frequently  across  the  state,  I  get  to  see 
Massachusetts  from  a  unique  perspective.  It  is  a  view  that 
inspires  trepidation  and  exhilaration  -  depending  which 
way  you  look.  I  see  places  where  we  are  plainly  too  late. 
And  then  I  see  wonderful  opportunities  for  land  protection, 
places  that  everyone  should  enjoy,  some  so  striking  that  I 
take  down  the  GPS  coordinates  to  find  out  why  we're  not 
working  there  already! 

Back  on  the  ground,  I  see  people  in  town  after  town  that 
care  about  preserving  quality  of  life  in  their  communities. 
And  so,  while  there  is  a  great  deal  to  do,  it  is  work  that  is 
very  much  worth  doing  -  and  I  know  that  I'm  privileged 
to  work  with  a  group  of  people  who  are  more  than  up  to 
the  job.

SENIOR  MANAGEMENT  TEAM  REPORT 


The  Year  in  Review 


2006  was  an  exciting  year,  thanks  to  the  resources  - 
both  human  and  financial  -  realized  through  the  capital 
campaign.  The  support  of  thousands  and  thousands  of 
people  inspired  some  of  our  most  far-reaching  work. 
Many  of  the  campaign's  projects  have  been  completed, 
while  new  funds  enabled  us  to  respond  quickly  and 
creatively  to  external  challenges. 

Developments  on  the  state  and  federal  level  are 
changing  the  tools  we  use  to  protect  special  places.  Almost 
one-third  of  Massachusetts^  cities  and  towns  have  passed 
the  Community  Preservation  Act  (CPA),  increasing 
locally-controlled  public  funding  for  land  protection, 
affordable  housing  and  historic  preservation.  We  are  working 
with  towns  to  use  CPA  to  protect  their  resources,  and 
growing  the  Putnam  Conservation  Institute  and  Highland 
Communities  Initiative  to  support  grassroots  activists. 

Meanwhile  in  Washington,  Congress  and  the  IRS 
have  signaled  that  organizations  that  accept  conservation 
restrictions  must  have  the  capacity  to  monitor  and 
enforce  them.  We  take  this  obligation  seriously,  and  have 
invested  in  strengthening  our  conservation  restriction 
monitoring  program. 

The  volatility  of  weather  and  global  financial  markets 
has  increased  the  challenge  of  managing  our  property- 
based  revenues  and  investments.  In  response  to  global 
warming,  we  are  moving  swiftly  to  reduce  our  carbon 
footprint  and  our  fuel  bills,  installing  new  furnaces,  compact 
fluorescent  lights  and  programmable  thermostats  in  our 
50+  staff  residences.  To  get  the  most  from  our  investments, 


we  have  engaged  expert  professional  and  volunteer  advisors 
to  help  diversify  our  portfolio  and  build  a  stronger 
foundation  for  the  future. 

A  portion  of  our  gift  from  The  Kresge  Foundation 
funded  a  new  phone  system  and  server.  This,  along  with 
new  administrative  campuses  at  Long  Hill,  Moose  Hill 
and  the  Doyle  Conservation  Center,  has  brought  us  into 
closer  contact  with  one  another,  and  the  world. 

During  the  campaign  we  almost  doubled  our  member- 
ship and  with  it,  the  number  of  people  eager  to  get  involved. 
From  Corporate  Trustees  to  our  Advisory  Council  and 
Board,  we  have  hundreds  of  partners  on  whose  professional 
expertise  we  depend.  Volunteerism  is  growing  on  our 
properties,  too.  From  the  Massachusetts  Arborists 
Association  to  garden  clubs  to  Cub  Scouts,  people  are 
rolling  up  their  sleeves  to  pitch  in.  Active  involvement  is  a 
cornerstone  of  our  programming  and  we  are  welcoming 
more  families  as  we  work  to  energize  the  next  generation 
of  conservationists. 

Finally,  we  want  to  thank  our  colleagues.  We  are  ener- 
gized by  your  passion,  and  privileged  to  work  with  such 
committed  people.  We  look  forward  to  another  great  year.

EMPLOYEE  OF  THE  YEAR 


Which  begins  to  explain  how  this  promising  mechanical 
engineer  found  himself  drawn  away  from  a  sensible  life- 
long marriage  to  General  Electric  and  into  the  arms  of 
Long  Hill,  the  glorious  114-acre  Beverly  reservation  he 
has  cared  for  so  beautifully  since  1995. 

Growing  up,  Dan  worked  his  father's  vegetable  patch; 
as  a  young  man  with  a  series  of  apartments,  he  somehow 
always  managed  to  plant  a  little  garden.  Eventually  he 
started  taking  courses  on  the  side  at  the  Arnold  Arboretum, 
the  Radcliffe  Seminars,  and  Garden  in  the  Woods.  There 
was  a  part-time  stint  at  a  major  nursery,  a  crazy  leap  from 
GE,  and  then  nearly  seven  years  learning  the  trade,  stone 
by  stone,  at  a  highly  successful  landscape  firm.  Finally,  he 
earned  his  full  certification  as  a  landscape  designer  through 
Endicott  College  and  has  become  a  Massachusetts  Certified 
Horticulturist.  And  one  day  a  classmate  pointed  him  to  a 
job  posting  at  Long  Hill  -  opening  the  almost  incredible 
prospect  of  "full-time  work  in  this  magical  garden!" 

Walking  the  Sedgwick  Gardens  with  Dan  today  is  like 
strolling  through  a  party  where  he  knows  every  guest  -  the 
dawn  redwood  imported  direct  from  Asia,  the  "Mary 
Wallace"  climbing  rose  over  the  pantry,  the  huge  incense 
cedars  from  Oregon,  the  mimosa  trees  (because  the  original 
owners  "continually  pushed  the  limits  of  hardiness"),  and 
the  little  marble  Minerva  who  spent  decades  away  in  the  New 
York  garden  of  Netta  Lockwood,  a  Long  Hill  descendant. 

As  the  reservation's  only  year-round  employee,  Dan 
works  with  a  different  crew  every  day  including  a  devoted 
band  of  volunteers,  seasonal  staff,  and  landscape  mainte- 
nance students  from  North  Shore  Community  College,  as 
well  as  a  regal  squad  of  sleek,  unflappable  lily  pond  frogs, 
and  flights  of  big,  happy  bees.  When  it  comes  to  his  human 
helpers,  Dan  says,  "I  try  to  find  out  what  people  want  to 


do,  and  make  it  rewarding  and  fun.  People  shouldn't  be 
stressed  out  in  the  garden!  But  gardening  is  just  hard 
work  -  people  who  don't  do  it  have  no  idea." 

The  long-term  care  of  a  garden  also  requires  a  delicate 
balance  of  sensitivity  and  toughness  -  the  restraint  to 
prune  a  delicate  weeping  hemlock,  the  decisiveness  to 
know  that  it's  time  to  rip  out  an  ancient,  overbearing 
hedge.  It  takes  creativity,  too  -  the  vision  to  transform 
the  property's  lower  acres  into  a  working  farm  where 
young  people  grow  vegetables  for  food  pantries,  or  to 
create  a  sweet,  scaled-down  Children's  Garden  with  tiny 
benches  and  fountains,  sure  to  spawn  a  rising  crop  of 
flower-mad  gardeners. 

For  a  man  who  carries  his  pruners  in  a  holster  on  his 
hip,  the  work  of  stewardship  is,  thank  goodness,  never  done. 
But  the  future  holds  one  responsibility  that  Dan  feels 
almost  more  keenly  than  all  the  others  -  the  obligation  to 
share  what  Long  Hill  has  become.  "More  people,"  says 
Dan,  "need  to  know  about  the  gem  we  have  up  here."

THE  SEDGWICK  GARDENS 
-  A  LABOR  OF  LOVE 


Some  gardens  flaunt  their  knowledge  of  geometry. 
Some  wish  you  to  know  how  much  effort  was  involved. 
Some  take  a  lot  of  starch.  And  then  there  are  the  gardens 
at  Long  Hill  -  rolling  down  from  the  house  and  blurring 
gently  into  the  surrounding  woodlands,  relaxed  and 
gracious  as  a  linen  suit  on  a  summer  day. 

For  65  years,  Long  Hill  was  the  retreat  of  Ellery 
Sedgwick,  longtime  editor  of  The  Atlantic  Monthly.  In 
1916,  his  first  wife,  Mabel  Cabot  Sedgwick,  who  wrote 
The  Garden  Month  by  Month,  a  noted  guide  to  garden 
plants,  began  the  gardens.  After  Mabel's  death,  Ellery's 
second  wife,  Marjorie  Russell,  took  up  the  trowel  -  in 
the  same  spirit  of  serious  horticulture  and  unfussy 
garden  design. 

Today,  the  Long  Hill  Garden  Committee  and  Super- 
intendent Dan  Bouchard  are  working  toward  a  long-term 
plan  to  bring  the  gardens  back  in  tune  with  the  Sedgwicks' 
guiding  vision  -  rooting  out  invasive  species,  reworking 
vistas,  and  gradually  reinvesting  the  five  acres  of  garden 
rooms  with  new  horticultural  interest.  For  inspiration, 
they  studied  the  family's  journals,  records,  and  photographs, 
which  are  part  of  The  Trustees'  archival  collection.  To 
see  the  earliest  photographs  -  of  a  scraggy,  unprepos- 
sessing drumlin  dotted  with  small  eastern  red  cedars, 
which  tower  over  the  site  today  -  is  to  appreciate 
gardening  as  a  matchless  feat  of  hope  and  imagination. 


CONSERVATIONISTS  OF  THE  YEAR 


As  General  Manager  of  Polaroid 
in  its  heyday,  chemist  Arthur 
Barnes  was  surely  a  captain  of 
industry  -  but  what  he  loved 
most  of  all  was  to  captain  his 
tiny  10-foot  sailing  dinghy, 
tickling  the  sleepy  Charles  River 
in  search  of  a  willing  fish. 


CONSERVATIONISTS  OF  THE  YEAR 


His  wife,  Sidney,  was  a  walker  who  also  loved  the  river's 
peaceful  curves.  She  was  the  more  gregarious;  as  son  Peter 
puts  it,  "She  collected  people!"  including  a  Christmas  card 
list  of  300  that  reached  back  to  childhood  and  touched 
every  community  where  they  had  lived  or  volunteered. 
Moving  from  Watertown  to  Waltham  to  Newton  to 
Needham  and  back  to  Waltham  again,  they  spent  more 
then  60  years  enjoying  the  charms  of  the  Charles. 

Arthur  died  in  1994,  Sidney  a  decade  later.  Today,  thanks 
to  the  inspiration  of  their  four  grown  children  (Peter, 
Gina,  Tom  and  Bob),  you  can  enjoy  10  continuous  miles 
of  the  riverbank  the  Barneses  loved  -  by  boat,  by  foot, 
by  bike,  or  by  wheelchair,  whether  you're  setting  out  for 
invigorating  exercise  or  sitting  still  just  to  hear  the  birds. 

In  2006,  the  Barnes  children  made  a  remarkable  gift 
of  stewardship  from  their  parents'  estate:  The  Arthur  and 
Sidney  Barnes  Memorial  Greenway.  The  donation  depends 
on  an  imaginative  partnership  between  the  state's 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation  (DCR)  and 
The  Trustees.  Piece  by  piece,  the  DCR  has  been  reviving 
the  Charles  River  Basin  trails,  an  enormous  accomplish- 
ment. Yet  like  many  public  agencies,  DCR  struggles  for 
funding  to  maintain  its  properties  to  a  high  standard  over 
time  -  which  is  where  The  Trustees  come  in.  Thanks  to 
the  Barnes  family  gift,  whose  major  part  is  an  endowment 
to  permanently  maintain  a  long  stretch  of  these  trails  and 
parkland,  The  Trustees  will  help  DCR  care  for  these  lands 
as  we  would  our  own  reservations.  (The  Barneses'  gift  also 
included  funds  to  complete  the  restoration  of  the  Woerd 
Avenue  Boat  Launch  in  Waltham.) 

The  terms  of  the  gift  were  not  unprecedented,  even  in 
the  Barneses'  own  history:  When  Arthur  died  after  a  long 
struggle  with  Alzheimer's,  Sidney  worked  with  the 


Metropolitan  District  Commission  (precursor  of  the  DCR) 
and  The  Trustees  to  restore  a  sweet  piece  of  riverside 
trail  in  Needham,  with  the  stipulation  that  it  be  always 
maintained. 

For  Arthur  and  Sidney's  children,  their  gift  of  steward- 
ship is  gratifying  in  several  ways  at  once:  It's  in  tune  with 
their  father's  insistence  on  getting  the  value  from  every 
dollar.  (As  Peter  explains  with  a  twinkle,  "His  frugality 
was  rampant.  Even  his  little  varnished  sailboat  he  bought 
on  sale  at  Jordan  Marsh!")  The  gift  was  also  in  keeping 
with  both  parents'  extraordinary  idealism  and  deep 
involvement  in  civic  and  environmental  causes.  (Sidney 
volunteered  with  countless  organizations,  from  working 
in  Roxbury  food  pantries  to  sponsoring  displaced  families 
after  World  War  II;  Arthur  retired  early  from  Polaroid  to 
found  the  Norembega  Association,  a  far-sighted  confed- 
eration of  14  neighboring  communities  intended  to  help 
them  plan  together  on  environmental  and  transportation 
issues.)  As  daughter  Gina  Grogean  observes,  the  Greenway 
gift  feels  just  right  -  "because  the  river  embraces  the 
communities  along  it,"  as  her  parents  did  themselves. 

The  gift  has  another  more  personal  dimension,  as  well. 
For  the  Barnes  children  -  arrayed  across  the  country  from 
California  to  Indianapolis  to  Maine  -  the  Greenway  gives 
them  a  beautiful  place  to  come  remember  their  parents, 
in  the  corner  of  the  world  that  mattered  so  much  to  them: 
a  loving,  lasting  memorial  with  a  lush,  rustling,  rippling 
life  of  its  own.

This  was  certainly  an  exciting  year  to  return  to  the  role  of 
Treasurer  for  The  Trustees  of  Reservations.  We  wrapped 
up  the  largest  capital  campaign  in  our  history  and 
welcomed  Richard  Ryan  as  our  new  Vice  President  for 
Finance  &  Administration. 

The  news  on  the  fiscal  front  is  all  quite  good.  During 
Fiscal  2006  (which  ended  March  31),  The  Trustees  gener- 
ated a  $221,000  surplus  from  operations  -  a  7%  increase 
over  last  year's  surplus.  Operating  revenue  increased  5% 
over  last  year  to  $14.9  million,  doubling  the  3%  increases 
from  the  two  previous  years,  the  result  of  increases  in 
contributions,  membership,  and  property  revenues. 

Our  increases  in  operating  expenses  were  well  within 
what  was  budgeted  -  $14.6  million,  a  5%  increase  over 
Fiscal  2005.  These  increased  expenditures  largely  reflect  our 
improved  salary  and  benefits  packages  for  employees  - 
part  of  an  overall  Trustees  strategic  initiative  to  attract  and 
retain  the  best  possible  team  of  professionals  to  protect  the 
distinct  character  of  our  communities  and  inspire  a 
commitment  to  special  places  across  the  Commonwealth. 

The  revenue  generated  from  our  investments  increased 
4%  from  Fiscal  2005  to  $4.5  million.  To  calculate  the  funds 


generated  for  our  operating  budget  from  investments,  we 
apply  a  5%  spending  rate  to  the  market  value  of  invest- 
ments at  the  end  of  the  most  recent  12  previous  quarters. 

The  Trustees'  total  investments  (including  endowment) 
grew  on  a  net  basis  by  $10  million  in  Fiscal  2006  to  a  total 
of  $105  million.  Of  this,  $4  million  was  due  to  new  gifts 
(mostly  through  the  capital  campaign).  The  remainder  of 
the  increase  was  from  market  appreciation  of  our  invest- 
ments, less  spending  rate  withdrawals.  The  investment 
committee  is  actively  overseeing  the  endowment.  The 
investment  objective  for  the  endowment  is  to  generate 
returns  sufficient  to  meet  the  spending  rate  of  5%  on  an 
inflation-adjusted  basis  without  undue  exposure  to  risk. 

The  Trustees  benefit  from  diversified  sources  of 
revenues  and  tight  expense  controls.  I'd  like  to  express 
my  appreciation  to  my  predecessor  Charles  Kane  and 
to  Richard  Ryan  and  his  team.

IN  MEMORIAM:  JOAN  EGLESTON  APPLETON  (1912-2006) 

It  was  all  a  little  unlikely:  At  23, 
she  preferred  farm  clothes,  size 
15  Wellington  boots  and  a  jolly 
old  hairy  pony.  He,  many  years 
her  senior,  favored  full  hunting 
kit  and  an  impeccable  thorough- 
bred. But  in  1935,  Joan  Egleston 
and  Frank  Appleton  wed  -

and  she  joined  him  in  a  lifelong  passion  for  a  farm  that 
was  already  three  centuries  old.  When  she  died  in  January 
2006,  Appleton  Farms  was  still  her  home  and  her  focus, 
an  incomparable  property  she  and  her  husband  protected 
forever  through  an  extraordinarily  generous  gift  of  land 
to  The  Trustees. 

"The  Colonel,"  as  Frank  was  known,  loved  his  family's 
ancient  homestead,  but  spent  much  of  his  time  in  New 
York  working  as  a  lawyer  to  pay  for  it.  Very  tall,  slender, 
big  boned,  with  an  unfailing  sense  of  humor,  Joan  had 
been  raised  in  rural  England  and  spent  every  minute  she 
could  on  the  farm,  knee-deep  in  real  chores.  The  couple 
had  no  children,  and  over  the  years  the  farm  came  to 
absorb  her  completely. 

After  Frank's  death  in  1974,  the  task  of  running  the 
1,000-acre  property  fell  entirely  to  Joan.  Upkeep  became 
increasingly  difficult.  To  her  unending  dismay,  in  the  1980s 
she  was  obliged  to  close  the  longstanding  dairy  operation. 
Eventually,  she  concluded  that  the  best  way  to  preserve 
the  farm,  as  she  and  Frank  had  always  intended,  was  by 
signing  her  life  interest  in  most  of  the  property  over  to 
The  Trustees,  reserving  100  acres  for  her  own  use. 

"She  kept  mainly  to  herself,"  says  Wayne  Castonguay, 
The  Trustees'  General  Manager  for  Appleton  Farms.  "But 
she  would  always  come  out  to  our  events,  and  she  was 
just  so  happy  to  see  the  farm  come  alive  again  -  especially 
to  see  kids  enjoying  it  and  getting  to  know  the  animals. 
She  knew  every  cow  individually,  and  came  to  see  every 
new  calf  when  it  was  born." 

As  cousin  and  lifelong  friend  Susanna  Colleredo- 
Mansfeld  explains,  "Even  more  than  she  loved  the  land, 
Joan  was  always  about  the  animals";  by  the  end  of  her 
life,  she  had  accumulated  a  personal  menagerie  of  more 
than  50  pets,  including  dogs,  cats,  ponies,  goats,  rabbits, 


ducks,  geese,  chickens,  guinea  hens,  parrots  and  monkeys. 
Her  house  was  completely  surrounded  by  their  cages  and 
pens.  Almost  until  the  end,  Joan  would  climb  on  her  tractor 
to  mow  the  trails  on  her  own  100  acres.  Rising  hours 
before  sunrise,  she  would  often  take  a  walk  not  only  with 
her  devoted  dogs,  but  with  her  entire  animal  family,  even 
those  famously  unherdable  creatures  known  as  cats. 

Because  Appleton  Farms  is  such  a  large,  uninterrupted 
landscape,  it  was  one  of  the  first  places  that  coyotes 
reemerged  in  Massachusetts.  Joan  studied  their  habits 
carefully,  and  if  they  sometimes  preyed  on  her  ducks, 
she  was  understanding  -  perhaps  because  the  coyotes 
thoughtfully  routed  an  army  of  groundhogs  that  had 
been  ravaging  the  farm  for  years. 

Joan  Appleton  had  come  from  a  privileged  family  in 
England  and  married  into  the  upper  reaches  of  North 
Shore  society.  But  "none  of  the  other  women  around  here 
were  like  her,"  says  Susanna  with  wry  understatement. 
Joan  was  a  farmer  at  heart.  As  Wayne  Castonguay  observes, 
"I've  never  met  anyone  who  could  read  the  land  so  well, 
who  was  so  connected  to  a  place."  Through  her  great 
generosity,  the  rest  of  us  now  have  a  chance  to  be  connected 
to  her  beloved  farm  as  well.
